WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon has ordered a crash 
advertising campaign, complete 
with rock ’n roll, radio commer­ 
cials and full-color billboards, in 
an effort to pep up a pilot pro­ 
gram to recruit more Negroes 
into the National Guard.

Out of such a foundation could come tho 
thrust for leadership of a ‘new-breed’ American 
labor movement in a decade or two Remem­ 
ber that the New York strike leader, UFT pres­ 
ident Al Shanker, is 38 years old. 
True, there are nasty immediate issues which 
few here mention publicly in polite society. 
Some of these issues are the same as those 
which affect the firemen and telephone workers 
in high crime areas. The communications re­ 
pairmen are frightened to go in. So are the 
teachers. They have long wanted some sort of 
authority 
to 
handle 
“disruptive 
students." 
There is evidence of thousands of incidents in­ 
volving muggers, rapists, knife wielders, nar­ 
cotics pushers and the like, right in the corri­ 
dors. And when the winter comes on with its 
early darkness, teachers gather for a swift 
dash to the buses and subways. 


OVER IN ONE SECTION of Brooklyn, teach­ 
ers have been reviled with anti-Semitic notes 
Letters are left in the instructors’ boxes filled 
with lewd threats. Many a teacher has an un­ 
listed telephone number. These are the printa­ 
ble stories. Some are not. 
True, there is a matter of money. But the 
contracts are short term. What the UFT 
doesn’t get this time, it will get from an insol­ 
vent city next time. 
The real issue, therefore, is blackboard pow­ 
er among the teachers of the land. Fact is that 
the AFL-CIO teachers union — despite all the 
hubbub and brick pounding — has not done so 
well in academic circles. 
Back about 1960 the AFT had some 50,000 
members. Then came Walter Reuther and his 
AFLrCIO Industrial Union Dept. They sent in 
organizers. They put a steady staff into New 
York. They revamped the AFT’s Chicago office. 


They put militant little Charley Cogen in a 
bright new saddle. Since 1961 they have poured 
in 11.1 million. They did right well in New 
York where it is impossible not to do right well 
on the labor front 
They enrolled rome 49,000 members. And 
when they had the original membership and 
the newcomers all totaled up across the land, 
they found they had 140,000. This meant that 
outside of New York they had picked up about 
40,000 dues payers. 
# 
And the AFT totaled its contract and found 
the other day that it has pacts in 41 sch:ol dis­ 
tricts. Not much compared with the 1,336 exclu­ 
sive NEA contracts covering 650,000 certificated 
teachers ta 45 states. Thus the so-called mili­ 
tant teachers who now are striking regularly 
under the AFT leadership have 3 per cent of 
the exclusive bargaining contracts compared 
with the 93.7 per cent negotiated by the 100- 
year-old NEA. 
THE SOCALLED OLD LADY of the teaching 
business turns out to be a mighty spry chick. 
It has not gone to pot with slower power. When 
the AFT teachers began moving, there was 
parallel NEA action. The Washington-based as­ 
sociation — housed in a big block-long struc­ 
ture and employing about 1,000 staffers — be­ 
gan collective bargaining five years ago. These 
pacts are negotiated by officials of the NEA’s 
8000 local affiliates in 56 state units. 
They can get tough, too, though they don’t hit 
the bricks. In Flcrida early in June, for exam­ 
ple, the Education Assn. voted $100,000 for a 
campaign to warn industry from moving into 
the state until the authorities met the teachers’ 
demands. I was in Tallahassee then and in­ 
quired to see if they were serious. They cer­ 
tainly were — and are. In Washington the oth­ 
er day I was told that the Florida Education 
Assn. still surveyed the state to learn where 
the big companies were looking for location 
sites, and then devised strategy for constant 
contact with the corporations. 
"We’ve contacted such firms as IBM, Union 
Carbide, etc.," said a spokesman “with tele­ 
grams, letters and personal messages to stay 
out of the state." 
The NEA makes no fetish of militancy, how­ 
ever. Under Its current president, Braulio Alon­ 
so, a Tampa, Fla., high school principal on 
leave, the huge organization runs a vast enter­ 
prise made up of 17 headquarters divisions, 33 
departments, one institute, and 25 commissions 
and committees; It’s a professional organization 
such as the American Medical Assn. And it has 
no more intention of yielding to the strike- 
happy unionists than the doctors have of throw­ 
ing away their stethescopes and loops. 
So the struggle goes. Blackboard power will 
mean — eventually — terrific influence over 
the nation’s youth. There is the real issue. 


Struggle 
For Control 


Someday, when the story is written 
what really went on behind the scenes in Wash 
lngton during the Vietnam War, there may be 
a clearer idea of the current differences be­ 
tween civilian control and military authority 
than is discernible today. 
It’s an open secret the military chiefs believe 
lives have been wasted end in the future there 
will be more casualties than necessary if su- 
percautlous and procrastinating policies of civil­ 
ian officials keep on frustrating the American 
military effort In Vietnam. 
This is net to say, of course, that those inside 
our government who believe in the supremacy 
of the civilian authority are failing to render a 
conscientious Judgment. It does mean that mis­ 
conceptions of military strategy are prevalent. 
McGeorge Bundy - formerly special assis­ 
tant to President Johnson and now chairman of 
the President’s Advisory Commission on the 
Middle East, wrote a letter to the Washing­ 
ton Prat the other day criticizing the summary 
report of the Senate Preparedness subcommit­ 
tee of which Sen. John Stennis, Democrat, is 
chairman. 
He concedes the patriotism and dedication of 
the senators and says their "unanimous rec:m- 
mendation of wider air action seems impres 
sive" But he disagrees with the argument they 
have made in support of it. 
Mr. Bundy’s chief point is that military men 
are merely “urging the value of their own cho­ 
sen instrument — in this case military force." 
But he thinks that in reaching its conclusi ns 
the subcommittee "pushes aside all political 
and diplomatic considerations — and all risks 
of wider conflict.” 
He adds: 
“The subcommittee tells us simply to ‘take 
the risks that have to be taken and apply the 
force that is required.’ It thus neglects to exa­ 
mine what its own report calls the ’serious and 
legitimate question’ of policy ‘over and above 
purely military considerations.’ ” 
Mr. Bundy declares, moreover, that the sub­ 
committee" gives lip service to the principle of 
civilian contr!,” but that it tends to deny the 
principle itself. 
He says: 
“The subcommittee recognizes the right of 
the commander-in-chief to set ‘broad policies 
and objectives,’ but it does not seem to under­ 
stand that 
the real issues between military 
men and their civilian supervisors develop just 
where there is a conflict between the tactical 
or strategic desires of the military and the 
broad policies of the commander-in-chief” 
This is an age-old controversy. It has brought 
many a tragedy in the history ct the world. 
It will be recalled, for instance, that the top 
military men of this country almost unanimous­ 
ly insisted after the United States entered 
World War II that efforts be concentrated on 
landings in France, rather than go through the 
prolonged agony of an invasion from the North 
African and Mediterranean area into what Win­ 
ston Churchill called the “soft underbelly” of 
Europe. The British prime minister’s view pre­ 
vailed. 
There have been other examples in which 
military men have been overridden by civil­ 
ians. The war in Vietnam is no exception. 
America’s military commanders have not 
been permitted to conduct the war there as 
they think it should have been fought. 
Meanwhile, the United States has suffered 
tremendous losses while following a policy of 
delay and caution in bombing North Vietnam. 
The issue was first raised in the 1964 presi­ 
dential campaign, when the Democrats argued 
that the Republican candidate was likely to en­ 
large the war because he advocated bombing 
supply lines and bases in North Vietnam. 
He was, of course, reflecting the military 
viewpoint. But within a few months after elec­ 
tion the Johnson administration had to make a 
decision anyway to bomb North Vietnam. It 
has since gradually stepped up the effort, and 
now apparently is getting ready to intensify it 
again. 
The public generally knows little about the 
meaning of the debates that go on in Washing­ 
ton between the military and civilians 
The concept of “civilian control” is often ov­ 
eremphasized. The military men are as con­ 
scious of risks as any other group of public of­ 
ficials, but they would prefer to fight hard to 
win in any war and would rather take heavy 
casualties for a short time than a steady loss 
mounting up year after year.

Chymbur, who hopes to inter 
est a manufacturer in his inven­ 
tion, says the water shoes are 
made of a buoyant material 
with louvers mounted beneath 
the surface to give traction 
you can slide along.”

Point, Ga., is exhibiting a "per­ 
sonal ashtray”—a device that 
permits a person to smoke with­ 
out having to look around for an 
ashtray.

in 
Chicago ’s 
su bu rban 
No rth Sho re area. 
The man who crept u p the cir­ 
cu lar stairs to kill Valerie Percy 
in the co ld dawn o f Su nday, 
Sept. 18, carried a glass cu tter, 
a flashlight, a do u ble-edge knife 
and an arro w-shaped piece o f 
metal. 
He plu nged the knife into the 
girl’s head and chest 10 times 
and the piece o f metal cru shed 
her sku ll. 
Neither ¿he killer no r his to o ls 
have been fo u nd. 
“He left u s very little, o ther 
than a bo dy,” says a stalemated 
detective who has lived with the 
u nso lved mu rder file fo r a year. 
The bo dy and the u nkno wn 
killer, 
who se 
identity 
was 
shro u ded by darkness, were dis­ 
co vered by the victim’s step­ 
mo ther, Percy’s seco nd wife, 
Lo rraine, 37. 


She described being awakened histo ry,

"I walked do wn the hall to ­ 
ward the girls’ ro o ms. I saw a 
light co ming fro m u nder Valer­ 
ie’s do o r. I called o u t, ‘Val!’ and 
then I o pened ihe do o r.” 
“Over her bed was a man. I 
was fro zen fo r a mo ment. He 
was shining his flashlight in my 
face. Then I screamed.” 
Two days after her death, 
Valerie Percy was given a sim­ 
ple bu rial service. The chapel 
was ado rned with pink ro ses, 
her favo rite flo wer, and the 
bo dy wa? cremated. 
Percy to o k his family to a 
hideaway in No rthern Califo r­ 
nia, interru pting his campaign 
to u nseat Demo cratic Sen. Pau l 
Do u glas. The blo nd, deep-vo iced 
Repu blican ho pefu l retu rned to 
the campaign in late Octo ber. 
“There is a time to be bo rn, a 
time to die, a time to dance and 
a time to mo u rn, a time to keep 
silent and a time to speak No w 
is the time to speak,” Percy 
said at his initial po litical o u ting 
fo llo wing the mu rder. 
He was an o verwhelming vic­ 
to r in No vember and attracted 
attentio n as a po tential GOP 
presidential candidate. 
In March, Ro bert Daley, chief 
o f Kenilwo rth’s 11-man po lice 
fo rce in September when the vil­ 
lage had the first mu rder in its 
Television Programs 
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manager. His replacement was 
Edward Eggert, 42, who , with 
Sgt. William Su mner, handled 
the investigatio n fro m the be­ 
ginning. 
Eggert and Su mner discu ssed 
the case Tu esday. 
“We have checked o u t 1,153 
leads,” Eggert said. “In all, we 
have perso nally talked to abo u t 
8,000 perso ns in 48 states and 
five fo reign co u ntries—France, 
India, England, Africa and Can­ 
ada.” 
“There are still 53 leads o pen. 
The FBI has helped o n o u t-o f- 
state leads and the Chicago po ­ 
lice still ho ld the fo u r latent 
palm prints and the o ther physi­ 
cal evidence.” 
Su mner, Kenilwo rth’s o nly po ­ 
liceman still assigned fu ll time 
to the investigatio n, wo rks with 
three members o f the Illino is 
state po lice crime sectio n.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
battle is shaping u p in Co ngress | 
o ver the 27% per cent o il deple­ 
tio n allo wance—a tax break de­ 
scribed as a sacred co w by its 
critics and a vital part o f the 
natio nal interest by its su ppo rt­ 
ers. 
The pro visio n intact since its 
ado ptio n by Co ngress in 1926, 
permits o il and gas pro du cers to 
dedu ct fo r tax pu rpo ses u p to 
27% per cent o f their gro ss in­ 
co me. The dedu ctio n canno t ex­ 
ceed half a pro du cer’s net in­ 
co me. 
Sen. Jo hn J. Williams o f Dela­ 
ware, senio r Repu blican mem­ 
ber o f the Senate Finance Co m­ 
mittee, said he plans to carry 
the ball again in ho pes o f redu c­ 
ing the allo wance to 20 per cent 
o ver three years. 
His strategy will be to attach 
his amendment to President 
Jo hnso n’s bill fo r a 10 per cent 
su rcharge o n co rpo rate and in­ 
dividu al inco me taxes—sho u ld 
the Ho u se eventu ally send that 
measu re to the Senate. 
Failing this, Williams said 


he’ll try to tack it to the admin­ 
istratio n’s tax revisio n package 
which President Jo hnso n pro m­ 
ised to send to Co ngress this 
year. 
Williams said he do esn’t want 
to eliminate the allo wance bu t 
merely to redu ce it and fo rce 
o il and gas co mpanies to pay 
what he called their fair share 
o f the tax lo ad. 
One su ppo rter o f the 27% per 
cent allo wance. Rep. A. Sydney 
Herlo ng Jr., D-Fla., a member 
o f the Ho u se Ways and Means 
Co mmittee, dispu ted the lo o p­ 
ho le label frequ ently applied to 
the pro visio n. 
The allo wance, Herlo ng said, 
enables the indu stry to meet the 
natio n's 
steadily 
increasing 
need fo r o il at a reaso nable 
price to co nsu mers. 
Su ppo rters co ntend it’s need­ 
ed to help o ffset the co sts o f 
finding and develo ping new o il 
reso u rces. 
Depletio n allo wances o n o ther 
reso u rces range fro m 5 to 23 per 
cent.

Individual responsibilities in 
the power I formation, if exe­ 
cuted correctly, make most of­ 
fensive maneuvers successful.

For any team to achieve out­ 
standing records, each person 
must learn his job and perform 
it accordingly in an all-out ef­ 
fort toward victory. 
In the I formation, the posi­ 
tions on the line are listed as 
strongside end, strongside tac­ 
kle, strongside guard, center, 
quick guard, quick tackle and 
quick end. 


THE STRONGSIDE END is 
used primarily as a blocker.
